The style ot this psalm closely re- 
sembles the known psalms of David Is 
the first part of the psalter. From 
ita structure and character, tt 1* to 
be credited to David. In It are pre- 
sented complaint, prayar and confi- 
dent hops of relief. It la a petition for 
deliverance from slna to which hla af- 
flictions tempted him, and from' the 

enemies who caused bis affliction. 

I. Prayar, "lty prayer directed* 
Ivy. i, 1).- There Is good reason for 
believing David wrote this while go- 
ing through the experience recorded 
In I Samnel 24. It la evident ha is 
Passing through a time of great stress 
and waa-in din nead of help *w .*.* 
urges "haste" in giving; heedr to ale 
cslL (Luke 18:1-8). David looks to 
Jehovah as his only and sure helper. 
We era told to omit the Brat word 
"unto" In this verse and to read, "I 

bavo called thee." Every human help 

had failed and faith fearlessly turns to 
Ood. Can Ood be urged f Surely wa 
are taught that Ood respects his 
"remembrancers" who cry "4 
night" (Psalm 40:13; »:17, U; 70:5 
71:11; 111:7). To fold the handa 
weakly and to "bide his time" la usu- 
ally an evidence of spiritual debility 
and of a desire to shirk the work
